Approximately 60 laws, most of 
them conferring broad discretionary 
>authority on the president as long as 
jthe technical state of war continues, 
would be removed from the statute 
) hooks by the resolution. 
With the house action the repeal 
resolution was sent to the senate, 
where action on It i* expected before 
the adjournment of congress. 
House 
Democrats predicted, that President 
Wilson would approve the measure, 
Representative Connelly of Texas as­ 
serting the president was first to sug­ 
gest the nullification of the war acts. 
The Texan added that the Democrats 
•yer® ready to override a veto if nec-

The retention of the Lever act was 
-explained by Representative Welsh, 
Republican, Massachusetts, in charge 
wf the repeal legislation, as necessary 
to give the government an effective 
Jaw for curbing profiteering in neces­ 
sities, including food and fuel.

IN FORM OF FOOD 


European 
Nations 
Make 
Proposal To Help Suf­ 
fering Peoples. 


Paris, June 4.—New and substantial 
credits for the relief and reconstruc­ 
tion of central European countries, 
including Auatria and Hungary, have 
been arranged by the governments of 
Great 
Britain, 
Denmark, 
Holland, 
Norway, Sweden and Switzerland, it 
was announced by the international 
committee for relief credits. 
The credits are maiDly in the form 
of raw materials and foods, and al­ 
though the United States is not offi­ 
cially represented on the committee, 
it Is co-operating in a large way, it is 
stated, by providing extensive com­ 
modity credits for central Europe. 
Two hundred thousand tons of flour 
are In the course of delivery from 
the Undted 8tates to Poland and 26,- 
000 tons to Czecho-Slovakia. 
Hun­ 
gary is also getting 15,000 tons from 
America and Armenia 43,000 tons. In 
addition, the committee is arranging 
to provide industrial materials which 
may in turn be utilized for exchange 
in the world’s markets for further 
raw materikle or supplies, thus as­ 
sisting in a re-establishment of the 
cycle of trade.

COAST 
GUARD 
RAIDED 


Reinforcem ents of Soldiers and Ma­ 
rines Pouring Into Ireland Daily. 
London, June 4.—Sinn Feiners raid­ 
ed the Queenstown naval station and 
five other coast guard stations on the 
Irish coast. 
Resistance by the mili­ 
tary police against Sinn Fein attacks 
on barracks is growing stronger. Half 
a dozen attempts by Sinn Feiners to 
raid barracks at different places in 
Ireland were unsuccessful and four of 
the attackers were killed. 
At some 
points the Sinn Feiners cut telephone 
and telegraph wires and tore up the 
railroad tracks before beginning their 
attacks 
Reinforcements of soldiers and ma­ 
rines are pouring into Ireland daily. 
British warships are carrying ammu­ 
nition. 
The latest estimates place the num­ 
ber of barrack’s and government build­ 
ings destroyed since Easter at 400.

Norway, Sweden and Switzerland, it 
was announced by the international 
committee for relief credits. 
The credits are mainly in the form 
of raw materials and foods, and al­ 
though the United States is not offi­ 
cially represented on the committee, 
it is co-operating in a large way, it is 
stated, by providing extensive com­ 
modity credits for central Europe. 
Two hundred thousand tons of flour 
are in the course of delivery from 
the United States to Poland and 26,- 
000 tons to Czechoslovakia.

gary is also getting 15,000 tons from 
America and Armenia 43,000 tons. In 
addition, the committee is arranging 
to provide industrial materials which 
may in turn be utilized for exchange 
in the world’s markets for further 
raw materials or supplies, thus as­ 
sisting in a re-establishment of the 
cycle of trade.

RECIPES FOR A DAY. 
Spinach S a la d — Pick over, wash 
and cook spinach. Drain and chop 
finely. 
Left-over spinach can be 
used very-nicely. Season with salt 
and pepper, lemon juice* and one ta ­ 
blespoon 
melted butter. 
Butter 
small molds and pack solidly with 
mixture, chill, remove from molds 
onto a lettuce leaf. Surround with 
Slices of hard boiled eggs and serve 
on top of each mayonnaise or 
cream dressing. This is delicious, a 
successful way to utilize left-over 
spinach and requires little lettuce 
—an item which is quite a luxury 
now. 
Stuffed Calf’s Heart—Wash a 
calf’s heart, remove veins, arteries, 
etc. Moisten a cup of dried bread 
crumbs with hot milk, add two ta ­ 
blespoons melted butter or fat, sea­ 
son with onion, salt, pepper and 
sage. 
Stuff the heart and sew. 
Season with salt and pepper, cover 
with flour and brown in hot fat. 
Put in small covered baking dish, 
half cover with water, haste every 
fifteen minutes for two hours. Re­ 
move heart, thicken stock with 
flour paste, season and serve around 
the heart. 
This is a very cheap 
meat and yet very tasty and ten­ 
der. 
Chili Sauee—When canned chili 
sauce is gone, as it is far too ex­ 


pensive to buy, take a can of toma­ 
toes, add two onions and a g re e n 
E 
epper 
(chopped), one-half cup 
rown sugar, one cup vinegar, one 
tablespoon 
salt, one tablespoon 
each of cinnamon, cloves and niece, 
and cook slowly for two hours. This 
is easily done and is about one- 
third as expensive as what you buy. 
Hominy—With potatoes abnor­ 
mally high, use hominy, macaroni, 
rice and spaghetti to supply the 
necessary starchy foods in the diet. 
A very good way to fix hominy is 
to 
one pound of hominy in 
two or three tablespoons bacon fat 
or butter, cover with milk and cook 
slowly until it has absorbed most 
of the milk. Season and serve hot. 
Caramel Pudding—Stir one cup 
brown, sugar (either light or dark), 
in a frying pan over a slow fire un­ 
til deep brown (make sure not to 
burn), add two 
tablespoons hot 
water, one pint warm milk and stir 
well. 
Then add two tablespoons 
cornstarch, moistened with a little 
milk. When thick like custard add 
one-half 
cup 
English 
walnuts. 
Mold, chill and serve with cream. 
This helps to save the granulated 
sugar when planning desserts and 
also helps use the brown sugar. 


BEVERAGES 
Dandelion Wine—For dandelion 
wine remove blossoms from the 
stems. Scald three quarts of blos­ 
soms in three quarts of boiling 
water. 
Let 
stand 
three 
days. 
Strain and squeeze. Put in a stone 
jar with three pounds of white 
sugar, two sliced oranges, two 
sliced lemons and one-half yeast 
cake, dissolve in one cup of warm 
wafter. 
Let stand for three da~s; 
strain and put in jugs to ferment. 
Fill up jugs every day with fresh 
water. Do not cork or cover while 
fermenting. Leave in jugs for six 
weeks. Bottle and add one or two 
raisins to each bottle. 
Cork tight 
and rack bottles on their sides to

“Ratification might have been left to a vote of the PU^ 1C 
or to an authority of Government other than that selected. The 
language of the article is plain, and admits of no doubt in its 
interpretation. 
. 
“The only question for determination is! 
“What did the farmers of the constitution mean in requiring 
ratification by Legislature? That was not a term of uncertain 
meaning when incorporated into the constitution. 
“What it meant when adopted it still means for the purpose 
of interpretation. 
A Legislature then was the representative 
body which made the laws of the public. The term often is used 
in the constitution with this evident meaning. 
“There can be no question that the framers of the constitu­ 
tion clearly understood and carefully used the terms in which that 
instrument referred to the action of the Legislatures of the states. 
When they intended that direct action by the public should be had 
they were no less accurate in the use of apt phraseology to carry 
out such purpose. 
“Any other view might lead to endless confusion in the man­ 
ner of ratification of Federal amendments. 
“The choice of means of ratification was withheld wisely 
from conflicting action in the states.” 
It would seem as if this ought to be a death blow to the ef­ 
forts of the liquor interests to override law and order, but Booze 
appears to have more lives than the cat, or the headless chicken, 
for it doubtless will go on making State laws that 2 3-4 per cent 
of alcohol in beer is not intoxicating.

THE TOO NATIONAL CONVENTIONS.

to go to a westerner. If a westerner heads the Republican ticket, 
the Democrats will go East for their chief standard bearer. On 
the equally important question of platform Chicago, too, will not 
be without its influence on San Francisco. 
It may be taken as fairly certain the Democrats will “stand 
by the President” on the treaty question. The spirit, if not the 
letter, of the presidential veto of the Knox peace resolution will 
be written boldly into the San Francisco plank on foreign rela­ 
tions. 
On the other cardinal 1920 issue, if issue it is to be—prohibi­ 
tion—the Democrats will only be moved to moisten their plat­ 
form by similar action at Chicago.
